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THE STORY OF THE SULTAN AND THE 

DECREE WHICH HE REVERSED. 

N a fay distant age there lived in the

lis viziers, and prostrated himself before 
the throne and said, “O my lord Sultan!” 
And the Sultan said to him, “Arise! Mey 
thy coun‘erance be brightened. What is 
thine affair?’ And the vizier answered: 
‘May it ,lease the great Sultan, I have 
somewhat to say as to the judgment of thy 
hadees and thy viceroys and satraps in the 
causes of fhy subjects now and then.” Sov 
the Sultan said, “Say on.” 

“It haopeneth once in aw) iJe,”” said the 
vizier, “that a judge feareth for himself 
—that when his diploma hath demised 
it will not be renewed by thee or by me-- 
and someone saith to him, ‘Do me favur 
in this mniy cause, agnd act conformahbly 
toward. me, and I will speak well of thee 
to the Sultan’s vizier; for -there be many 
kadees and viceroys and satraps, and the 
Sultan knoweth them not all, nor yet his 
vizier of the right nor his vizier of the left, 
nor any of his viziers; and I have great 
influence with such an one, and my uncle’s 
daughter hath married such another, and 
I am able to make the fortunate or un- 
fortunate.’ And it so happeneth that some 
are ensnazyed, to the harm of thy sub- 
jects, and this is not right.”” And the Sul- 
tan replied, ‘“‘What sayest thou, O vizier, as 
to this matter? for thou hadst not come 
unto me, but to remedy it.” 

And the vizier said, ‘‘May it please thee, 
Lord of tho great rivers and the fruitful 
Plains and commander of great armies, let 
the kadees’ and viceroys and others that 
judge the people endure in their office 
during gooi behavior, so long as they shall 
live and not be deposed by the passage of 
time.” 

And thereupon the Sultan consulted witna 
his viziers and wise men and . historiars 
and the wreat emirs and they approved of 
the saying of the first vizier, for they said, 
“This is a great evil and grievous and not to 
be borne, for it is contrary to the dignity 
of the Sultan that his justice should be 
sa.”
